Princeton’s Coaches Think That Yale
Will Get a Surprise.

SENSATION AMONG AMATEURS,

Lesults of the Guttenberg Daces, the
Faverites Winning Well.

GENERAL SPORTING NEWS OF THE DAY

NXew Yorg, Nov. 22 —Football people
are full of gossip wbout the coming Yale-
I'rinceton mateh, and there are nearly as
many predictions about the outcome of the
Thaoksgiving Day game s there are mos.
quitos in Jersev. From as far West as
Kansas City and as far East as Calais, Me.,
there have already come to this city lovers
of the game who intend to see the struggle
on Manhattan field They are veritable en-
thusissts who journey so long s distance,
but it is almost an sssured fact thst & grand
eontest will reward them for their tronble.
Granted that Thursdar is a fine dav, Man-
hattan field will overflow with a throng
such as never invaded it before. Baut it will
be st uncommonly well-dressed erowd, and
it will be decorous to s nicety in its demon-
sirations of approbation for good and ¢lever
plays. The committee in charge of the
sale of admission snd grsndstand tickets
are now able to form some estimate of the
number of persous who will attend the
game, and they predict that the erowd will
be larger than that of any previous year.

Seats Are Selling Fast.

The seats in the other covered stand on
the south side of the field are also gone, 50
thet the only stands on which seats can now
be procured are those st either end of the
field. As ther command a somewhat in-
ferior view of the game those seats have nl-
ways been the slowest to sell, but fully 100
more had been disposed of to.day than st
the eorresponding time last year. Outof &
total of 20,000 seats more than 24,000 have
been taken,

Hundreds of persons, the comnmitiee says,
have siready been turned away disappoint-
ed. The upiversal desire to see the game,
however, is bast shown by the sale of the
sdmission tiekets. There is standing room
in Manhattan fleld for sbout 15,000 persons,
and in jormer years the majority of those
wlhe bought sdmission tickets hisve done so
on their way to the game. This year, how-
ever, more than half of the admission tick-
e huve uiready been sold.

The betting on the game has now become
lively. The Yale men are especially anx-
inus to avail themselves of any suitable of-
ters, lor, althouzh Yale won the game from
Harvard, they lost slizhtly on their bets.
Ttere was more betting.on the score of the
Epringfleld game than on its result. Many
of Yale's supporters who won money on the
result of the game really lost mors than

they won becsuse Yale falled to score more
than six points

Betting Their Money Cantiously.

They are nDow anxious to make up their
losses and the lowering of the odds on the
Yale-Princeton game, due to the somewhat
poor showing made by Yale at Springfleld,
has given them a fnir opportunity. Several
*mall wagers at odds of StodorStodon
Yale have aiready been made between the
undergraduntes and & pool of neariy $2,000
will be sent down from New Haven to-mor-
